U.S. Preps for Najaf Assault 


Offensive to erush rebellion risks inflaming Iraqi Shiites 


NAJAF, IRAQ I The U.S. military and Iraqi forces 
prepared Wednesday for a major assault to 
crush a weeklong uprising by Shiite militants 
in the holy city of Najaf, as the firebrand cleric 
leading the insurgents exhorted his follow- 
ers to fight on even if he is killed. 

The planned offensive could inflame Iraq’s 
Shiite majority — including those who do 
not support the uprising — if it targets the 
revered Imam Ali shrine, where many of the 


insurgents have taken refuge. 

Any assault on the shrine likely would 
include or be led by the Iraqi forces — many 
of whom have only minimal training — in 
an effort to lessen the anger. The U.S. mil- 
itary said Wednesday it was holding joint 
exercises with Iraqi national guardsmen in 
preparation for the planned assault. 


As clashes raged for a seventh day, U.S. 
troops said they were impressed with the 
tenacity of militants loyal to radical Shiite 
cleric Muqtada al-Sadr. The military said 
it was taking extra time to prepare for the 
upcoming offensive. 

The U.S. military has estimated that hun- 
dreds of insurgents have been killed in the 
Najaf fighting. Five U.S. troops and about 20 
Iraqi officers have been killed, todd pitman (a p)

Guilty Pleas 
In Shooting 
Of D.C. Girl 

WASHINGTON I The two brothers charged 
with killing 8 -year- old Chelsea Cromartie 
three months ago in Northeast pleaded guilty 
Wednesday in D.C. Superior Court to second 
-degree murder, telling the court they were 
“sorry” for the girl’s death. 

Family and friends of Chelsea sitting in 
the courtroom muffled sobs and dabbed their 
eyes with tissues as the case against the men, 
Raashed Hall, 22, and Ricardo Hall, 23, was 
laid out by Assistant U.S. Attorney Albert 
A. Herring. 

It was an emotional but not unexpected 
culmination to a case that, even among the 
many child deaths in the District this year, 
captured the hearts of the city. 

As he left D.C. Superior Court, Chelsea’s 
father, Daniel, said the brothers had done the 
right thing in admitting their guilt and express- 
ing sorrow. But he said none of that really mat- 
ters to the family Chelsea left behind. 

Chelsea was killed on May 3, the unintend- 
ed victim of a bullet that crashed through a 
window of her aunt’s home in the 800 block of 
52nd St. NE.

Bryant’s 
Prosecutors

Request made to put 
trial on hold amid 
eoneerns about jury 

DENVER I Prosecutors have asked 
the judge in Kobe Bryant’s sexu- 
al assault case to put the trial on 
hold indefinitely, saying courthouse 
gaffes have crippled the chances of 
seating an unbiased jury and sug- 
gesting the accuser is not ready to 
testify against the NBA star.

Migrants Recount Hellish Trip 


Dominicans hoped for better life in Puerto Rico 


NAGUA, DOMINICAN REPUBLIC I 
Migrants who survived on a small 
wooden boat for nearly two weeks 
described on Wednesday how they 
watched passengers attack a woman 
for her breast milk and how others 
died from dehydration on a journey 
to Puerto Rico that left 55 dead. 

Some simply began to lose their 
minds after food and water ran out, 
a survivor said. “A lot of people just 
jumped off,” said Faustina Santana, 
one of 39 migrants who survived 
the journey. 

The migrants’ 30 -foot boat was 


found by fishermen on Tuesday, 
about 30 miles from where it depart- 
ed on July 29. The Dominicans had 
set out for wealthier Puerto Rico in 
search of work or a better life. 

“We couldn’t make it with what 
my husband earned so we had to try 
something,” said Odales de Jesus, 
29, a survivor. 

The boat had almost reached 
Puerto Rico two days after it left 
when its engine failed. The captain 
abandoned ship, getting on another 
migrant boat and saying he would 
return with help. He never did. 


By the third day all of the water 
and food had run out. The passen- 
gers, who paid about $450 each for 
the trip, shared one coconut they 
found floating in the sea. Many peo- 
ple began dying on the fifth day. 

There has been a huge influx 
of Dominican migrants to Puerto 
Rico in the past year as inflation 
in their Caribbean homeland has 
topped 30 percent and unemploy- 
ment has reached 16 percent. 

More than 7,000 Dominican 
migrants have been detained try- 
ing to reach Puerto Rico since Oct. 
1, more than twice the number for 
the previous year, (ap)

The nation’s second-largest toy 
retailer behind Wal-Mart Stores 
announced plans Wednesday to 
restructure its toy business, but said 
it is considering selling the busi- 
ness outright as part of an effort 
to dramatically reduce operating 
and capital expenses.

EXPOS MOVE I A plan to pay for a 
Major League Baseball stadium 
near Dulles Airport using bonds 
backed by the “moral obligation” 
of Virginia could face stiff resis- 
tance in the General Assembly, 
said House Speaker William J.

an advantage of their plan is that the 
financing is already in place and no 
new legislation is needed. 

But the plan to use “moral obli- 
gation” bonds will require approval 
of the state legislature. And Howell, 
who opposes taxpayer-financed sta- 
diums, said that issuing such bonds 
for a ballpark means less money will 
be available for local projects. 

“The stadium project needs to 
stand on its own,” he said. “When 
you’re talking about state bonds, I 
think that could be a cause for con- 
cern.”

M U S I C I It’s the contradictions that keep Prince inter- 
esting. He’s now a Jehovah’s Witness, but don’t let 
it be said that the religion lets its celebrities off the 
hook. The man with the royal name goes door-to- 
door just like a commoner — at least he went a- 
knockin’ last October, stunning a Jewish family who 
were trying to watch a crucial football game. 

Prince rolls into town this week, so this could 
happen to you, too. His “Musicology” tour is billed 
as the last chance to hear all the old hits before he 
. . . what, plays his new hits? 

You see, we always want to know how he’s going 
to resolve his issues. God vs. sex, women vs. men, 
black vs. white. And that nagging song about the 
end of the world. You know, “1999” 

To look at him. Prince is apparently ageless. No 
gut, no wrinkles, no gray. He’s inestimably rich. He 
goes by one name. 

But here’s a story, allegedly true, about Prince 
Rogers Nelson, age 46. A musician was recording 
at Prince’s Paisley Park Studios in Minneapolis. He 
visited the men’s room and sat in a stall. He heard 
newspaper being folded one stall over. So he bent 
down to look. And there were two purple high-heeled 
boots with purple pants bunched around them. 

That, and a copy of “Lovesexy,” suggests that 
Prince is human. 

A copy of his latest, “Musicology,” which every 
concertgoer will receive, is his strongest work since 
1987’s “Sign O’ the Times.” 

He brings back the lean, minimal funk with 
which he used to rule the airwaves.

He’s less raunchy, a little more preachy, happily 
married and seemingly over that symbol thingy. 
He’s like a different guy.

MUSIC I At its best, Brazilian pop is 
at once earthy and airy, neither lead- 
en nor ethereal. Think of Antonio 
Carlos Jobim’s imagistic “Waters of 
March,” with its wind and wood, its 
rain and mud. 

Husky and breathy, heavy 
and hushed, Bebel Gilberto’s alto 
is suited to the sort of song that 
knows the weight of shifting hips 
and the warmth of a sigh that isn’t 
quite sad. 

When she plays the 9:30 Club 
on Friday, she’ll likely perform Os 
Mutantes’ English translation of 
Gaetano Veloso’s “Baby.” The 
song opens her new self- 
titled CD, on which organic 
and electronic textures join 
seamlessly in a soft sonic 
radiance. 

With gentle corne- 
ous such as “You know, 
you must try the new 
ice cream flavor/Do me 
a favor, look at me closer/ 

Join us and go far/And 
hear the new sound of my 
bossa nova,” “Baby” makes 
connections between having 
something to say and some- 
thing to sell. 

In the case of Gilberto, 
who has long labored under 
the burden of being the 
daughter of Joao Gilberto, a 


man known in his homeland as The 
Legend, it speaks also to the need 
to forge ahead on her own. 

Consequently, she wrote or co- 
wrote three-quarters of the disc, 
from the star- swept lover’s confes- 
sion of “Simplesmente” to a playful 
reminiscence ofthejabuticabatree in 
her grandparents’ yard, glenndixon

Japanese treasures 
show the power of 
ordinary moments 

M U S E u M S I Who knew that depict- 
ing ordinary people doing ordinary 
things could be considered revolu- 
tionary? 

The Japanese Edo period (1615- 
1868) marked the beginning of por- 
traying daily activities as a central 
subject of Japanese art, and the 
Freer Gallery’s new exhibition, 
“Life and Leisure: Everyday Life 
in Japanese Art,” illustrates this 
transformation. 

This exhibition, mostly paintings 
but a few ceramics, highlights the 
traditions, occupations and lei- 
sure activities of the Edo period. 
The peaceful and prosperous era 
— ruled by oppressive shoguns — 
saw a society structured with the 
military elite and farmers at the top 
and middleman merchants below. 


Money was plentiful, and leisure 
an industry. 

Many of the exhibit’s works dem- 
onstrate seasonal activities — fes- 
tivals, picnics and scenery popular 
with all social classes. Some paint- 
ings show women performing mun- 
dane household chores, while others 
depict more glamorous scenes. 

But what about the children? 
One painting, “An Infant’s First 
Visit to a Shinto Shrine,” shows a 
baby being presented for the pro- 
tection of the Shinto deity of the 
family shrine. Other works portray 
children playing and just generally 
being kids. 

The exhibition complements 
another Freer exhibition, titled 
“Everyday Life: Scenes of Work and 
Commerce in Chinese Painting.”

DOCUMENTARY I How can peace 
come to a region where children 
learn to hate almost before they 
learn to read? Filmmakers James 
Miller and Saira Shah made the

The languages of Europe are supple: 
the musical playfulness of Italian, 
the nasal sensuality of French, the 
pitter-patter of Portuguese. And 
then there’s the harsh, infinite 
knot of vowels and consonants 
that inspired the Mark Twain screed 
“The Awful German Language.” 

But German is the tongue of 
Goethe and Thomas Mann. There 
is poetry. Verbal splendor hides 
amid syllables jammed like train 
cars on a cluttered track. 

To prove it, the Deutscher 
Sprachrat, or German Language 
Council, is rifling through 22,000 
entries in an international com- 
petition to find the most beautiful 
German word. 

“We’re getting people to think 
about the beauty of the German lan- 
guage,” said Rolf Peter, a competi- 
tion organizer. “By choosing words 
to [nominate], people are confronted 
with the richness of the language. 
... For too long, the impression of 
German has not been positive.” 

Entrants — 30 percent are from 
foreign countries — submitted words 




of the German Language Society 
and a contest judge. “There are no 
criteria. What is a beautiful word? 
People may pick a word because 
of its sound, its meaning or even 
because they mix up a word and a 
thing. It’s going to be interesting 
to find out what ani- 
mates people.” 

Foreign con- 
testants, for exam- 
ple, chose words for 
which their native 
tongues have no expres- 
sion. The Spanish like the 
word “fernweh,” the desire to 
travel abroad. Dutch women 
are partial to “dauerwelle,” hair 
perm. And who but Beethoven 
and his 9th Symphony could ignite 
“goetterfunken,” the “spark of God,” 
from a chorus? 

But even the most devout 
Teutonic wordsmith would have 
to agree that the Italian expression 
for “excuse me,” “mi scuzi,” is more 
endearing than “entschuldigung.”

and described why they resonate. 
Judges will announce the winner in 
October. Syntax is weighed, inflec- 
tions calculated, meanings pondered 
— especially when two or three small 
words merge to form one big one 
such as “vergissmeinnicht,” which 
means forget-me-not. 

“German words can be like Lego 
blocks,” Peter said. 

Some entries rattle forth in a 
brawl of consonants. Others force 


lips into odd con 
tortions: “galanter- 
iewarengeschaeft,” a 
clothing accessories shop, or 
“ohrwurm,” a melody you can’t 
get out of your head, or “geheim- 
ratsecken,” which may be the only 
word that sounds worse than its 
meaning: receding hairline. 

German also has a bit of lilt in 
its lexicon. “Liebe” means love, “sch- 
nee” is snow and “schluesse” is key.
